Sports 
car bid 
at new 
factory 


AN EXCLUSIVE super 
sports car could be 
produced from a new 
factory in Newmarket as 
part of a scheme set to 
bring hundreds of new jobs 
to the town. 

The Arash Motor Company 
wants to bring production of the 
car, which is due to go on sale with 
prices starting at £320,000 and 
rising to £1.6 million, to the town 
from Sawston where the company 
is currentiy based. 

The factory would be built on the 
same site as a new medical supplies 
packaging centre, for Unisurge

International, which is also set to 
move from Sawston. 

The businesses are headed by 
Iranian entrepreneur Arash Farboud 
whose family owns the 5.6-acre 
former sewage works site off Willie 
Snaith Road, Newmarket, where the 
new factories are due to be built. 

An application for planning 
permission has been submitted to 
Forest Heath District Council and 
Newmarket Town Council was last 
night due to express its views about 
the multi-million pound scheme.

Unisurge, which supplies ready- 
packaged medical equipment to hospitals 
and health professionals, currently 
employs around 100 people at Sawston. 

But employee numbers are expected to 
rise to around 250 with the move to 
Newmarket. 

Arash Motor Company employs nine 
people at Sawston, but the number of 
workers is expected to rise to more than 30 
when the business moves to Newmarket. 

Mr Farboud, 35, said: “We’re very excited 
by the plans. The car unit will be amazing.” 

The car factory will assemble the Arash 
AF10 which has been under development 
since 2005. 

Mr Farboud said there had been 
sufficient interest in the car from some of 
the richest car fans in the world to justify 
setting up for production of between 12 
and 15 vehicles a year. 

He said there had been interest from 
China, Hong Kong and the United Arab 
Emirates as well as Britain. 

The cars will be built on similar

Second woman dies 
after caravan crash 

A SECOND woman has died following an 
horrific caravan smash on the All. 

The victim, who has not yet been 
identified formally by police, was in a 
stationary caravan towed by a Chrysler 
Grand Voyager when it was hit by a Ford 
Transit van on Sunday, March 7. 

One person, Rita De Cassia Medeiros E 
Silva, died at the scene. The latest victim 
had been in Addenbrooke’s Hospital with 
critical injuries and died on Sunday. 

Last week, police revealed that Mrs 
Silva, 50, had been sitting in the caravan 
with several members of her family at the 
time of the crash, lust after 6.30am, the 
caravan was “obliterated” by a Ford 
Transit van on the southbound carriage¬ 
way near the Fourwentways junction with 
the A1307, close to the Worsted Lodge 
service station. 

After the accident, Insp Alan Page, from 
Cambridgeshire police, said the force was 
“doing everything it could” to help the 
family as “everything they owned was in 
the back of the caravan”. 

Mrs Silva was travelling with Romiero 
troupe - regarded as one of the best circus 
acts in the world - which she founded 
with her husband. 

No-one in either vehicle was seriously 
hurt - but all 10 people inside the caravan 
with Mrs Silva were injured.

COUNCILLORS want more 
information about the 
progress of a multi-million 
pound scheme to create a 
major tourist attraction 
based on Newmarket’s 
horse racing industry. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council have called for a 
detailed presentation about the 
status of the Home of Horseracing 
project. 

They have particularly asked for 
“clarity” on fundraising for the 
project which would be based on 
the council-owned Palace House 
Stables and Palace House mansion. 
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Both properties date from the 
reign of King Charles II, acknow¬ 
ledged as founder of horse racing 
in its current form and the man 
responsible for setting up New¬ 
market as the centre of racing. 

But the project, which aims to 
return horses to the stables for the 
first time since they ceased to be 
an active training establishment in 
1985, has made slow progress. 

It has been under discussion for 
more than 10 years and a 
suggested opening date of April, 


2012, now seems unlikely. 

The latest delays have been 
blamed on the need to survey the 
buildings for the presence of bats, 
which are subject to strict laws to 
protect them, as well as the 
council’s plans to move its tourist 
information centre out of Palace 
House. 

Members of the district council’s 
Home of Horseracing working 
group, meeting in private last 
month, concluded that the major 
issue was fundraising for the 
scheme. 

The report of the meeting, which 
has just been made public, said the 
working group felt it was 


“imperative” that they should be 
updated with the current status of 
the project and clarity on the 
fundraising achieved. 

They want the Home of 
Horseracing Trust, the indepen¬ 
dent body set up to bring the 
project to fruition, to give a report 
in May. 

It was previously announced 
that the project would cost nearly 
£11 million. Cllr Robin Millar told 
the town council in November that 
£4 million funding had been found 
and the district council later said 
that it would add £700,000 to the 
kitty - subject to stringent 
conditions.

Betting shop 
raiders get 
total of 35 
years in jail 

A GANG of burglars who 
targeted betting shops around 
the region, including raids in 
Newmarket and Mildenhall, 
have been jailed for more than 
35 years. 

In a nationwide reign of 
terror last year their modus 
operandi was to break in 
overnight and remove the safe 
before driving to another 
location, forcing it open, and 
taking the cash. 

Laptops and sat nav devices 
were used to select targets, 
Northampton Crown Court 
heard. 

In total they targeted 22 
different bookmakers, stealing 
£65,000 cash and causing 
£60,000 damage, and included 
raids in Cambridge. 

Ricky Buckland, 25, Karl 
White, 21, Lee Start, 24, Dean 
Taylor, 27, Jay Buckland, 21, 
Dominic Florio, 24, Lee Harris, 
23, and Daniel Spence, 28, are 
all from the Kettering area in 
Northamptonshire and 
admitted conspiracy to burgle 
at a previous hearing. 

At Northampton Crown 
Court, each was sentenced to 
four-and-a-half years in prison, 
except Harris, who was jailed 
for four years after owning up 
at an earlier opportunity. 


Row brews over 
limit on speakers 


A ROW is brewing over a limit on 
speakers at a meeting where 
controversial plans for 1,200 
homes are to be discussed. 

Currently only Newmarket Town 
Council is guaranteed a three-minute 
speaking slot at Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee on 
Thursday when a decision will be made 
on Lord Derby’s proposals to develop 
160 acres of his land on the edge of the 
town. 

The scheme has faced opposition 
from the town’s horse racing industry 
which has argued that the extra homes 
and traffic would ruin the town’s unique 
character and its status as the historic 
home of racing. 

Initially it was suggested that only one 
speaker - other than councillors or 
council officials - would be allowed to 
address the meeting on behalf of those 
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opposing the scheme. 

But now the district council has 
agreed that the town council, which will 
be represented by Cllr Richard Fletcher, 
can have a three-minute slot. 

A second three-minute slot will be 
available by a “lottery” among other 
opposing groups who will have to 
telephone the district council on the 
morning of the meeting. 

Objectors include Tattersalls, the 
racehorse auctioneers, Jockey Club 
Estates and the Save Historic Newmarket 
action group. 

Bob Sellwood, Lord Derby’s planning 
consultant, is to be allowed to speak for 
six minutes to “balance” the time given 
to opposing speakers. 


The district council has also warned 
that it will limit the number of people 
allowed in the public gallery at its 
debating chamber at the council’s 
Mildenhall headquarters. 

Cllr Rona Burt, who chairs the district 
council planning committee, said the 
limit, of just over 30, was for health and 
safety reasons. 

But a television link may be set up to 
an adjoining room where other 
members of the public can watch the 
debate. 

The Hatchfield scheme has been 
modified since it was submitted to the 
council. 

A proposed cinema, hotel and food 
and drink areas have been deleted. 

A restriction has also been placed on 
the amount of office space.

It will include face painting 
with the Forest Heath Play 
Rangers, a circus skills work¬ 
shop, and visits by the Sure 
Start Children’s Centre Play 
Bus, the ‘WOS UP’ Truck - a 


mobile youth facility for ages 
13-19 years - and Heart Radio’s 
Angels. 

Refreshments will be 
provided in the Memorial Hall 
at 1pm, with a chance to meet 
all organisations and volun¬ 
teers involved in the project.

Pupils face safety scenarios 
set up by the crucial crews

MORE THAN 500 pupils from Forest Heath 
district’s schools have been learning about 
keeping safe at a week-long Crucial Crew 
event. 

The event, which has been run for 16 
years, involves Year 6 pupils from five 
middle schools as well as youngsters from a 
school for children of American Air Force 
personnel and pupils from Newmarket’s 
Fairstead House preparatory school. 

It was held at Mildenhall Stadium, which 
provides its facilities free of charge, and 
sponsored by the trustees of Mildenhall 


Charity Shop. Personal safety scenarios 
were set up for the youngsters dealing with 
fire, anti-social behaviour, criminal damage, 
cycle safety, internet safety, 999 calls, risky 
rubbish and electricity safety. 

Forest Heath Crime Prevention Panel runs 
the event which is supported by Suffolk Fire 
Service, Suffolk County Council highways 
department, Suffolk police, EDF Energy, 
Forest Heath District Council and St John 
Ambulance, all of whom run a scenario. 

The event ran until Friday. 


Toilets may be 
closed by cuts 


PUBLIC toilets regularly 
used by children and 
mums could be closed by 
a council to save money 

The toilets near Newmarket’s 
Memorial Hall and gardens are 
one of three which could be 
axed by Forest Heath District 
Council. 

They are particularly well- 
used in summer when the 
gardens are busy with children 
using the play area and 
attending the free enter¬ 
tainment sessions run by the 
town council. 

But the district council has 
said the toilets are not well-used 
and members of its community 
services committee will 
consider on Tuesday whether to 
close them. 

District councillors are also 
considering the closure of 
public toilets near Mildenhall 
swimming pool and in the 
Wings Road car park at 
Lakenheath. 
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A report to the committee 
shows that the operating costs 
of public toilets in the district is 
£142,770 in the current financial 
year. 

It also shows that £131,000 
needs to be spent to bring the 
closure-threatened toilets up to 
standard. 

The closures will save the 
district council more than 
£170,000 over four years. 

The district council has tried 
to convince town and parish 
councils to take over the 
responsibility for the toilets - 
which are currently free to use. 

A district council spokes¬ 
woman said the smaller 
councils were offered an annual 
revenue grant of £55,000 as well 
as a one-off grant of £40,000 to 
take over the toilets. 

But Cllr fane Bailey, 


Newmarket’s mayor, said the 
town council had decided 
against taking on responsibility 
for the toilets because “the 
figures just didn’t add up”. 

She said: “It would have cost 
us far more to run than the 
district council was offering. It 
just wasn’t viable.” 

She said the town council 
would oppose moves to shut the 
toilets next to its Memorial Hall 
headquarters in the High Street. 

“It wouldn’t be right to close 
those toilets, we are just 
spending around £70,000 on 
new play equipment and 
refurbishment of the play area 
which is very popular,” she said. 

“You couldn’t expect children 
and parents to walk through to 
toilets at the other end of the 
Guineas centre.”

Let’s back drive 
for better A14 

Sir, Whether intentional or not 
there seems to be confusion 
regarding tax and the guided bus. 

I have thought all along that the 
Government had no intention of 
spending millions to upgrade the 
A14, simply because, to increase 
its power base, it has 
systematically taken money from 
us so it could transfer cash from 
councils south to north. 

Prescott was the prime architect 
of this, while at the same time 
landing us with a huge under¬ 
financed, green-belt-threatening 
housing programme. 

As a substitute in lieu of the A14 
upgrade, it is possible that it 
looked for a much cheaper 
alternative. A refurbished railway, 
resurrected from equipment 
many years old, was deemed 
impractical, so the guided bus was 
selected. Although still awaiting 
completion and with estimates 
getting on for £170 million, it 
works out to be 17 per cent of the 
£1 billion the A14 is now likely to 
cost. 

As friends of the Labour 
Government, local Lib Dems have 
cottoned on to this and are now 
apparently opposing the upgrade. 
My view is that we should support 
our local MPs in their efforts 
towards the upgrade. 

Traffic volumes are still likely to 
grow in the years ahead, so if 
available let’s spend some money 
down south for a change.

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Longer jail 
term for bolt 
gun murderer

AN obsessed stalker 
who killed a fitness 
instructor with a bolt 
gun has had his 
sentence increased. 

John McFarlane shot 
Mary Frances Griffiths 
with the gun, used for 
slaughtering animals, after 
breaking in with an axe 
and dragging her out of 
her home. 

Ms Griffiths, 38, who 
taught fitness classes at 
Newmarket Leisure Centre 
where McFarlane had also 
given classes, died later in 
hospital. 

The attack happened 
while her three daughters 
were with her at their 
home in Bury St Edmunds. 
One of them called out to 
him to stop before he shot 
their mother in the chest. 

McFarlane, 40, who 
worked as a slaughterman, 
was originally given a life 
sentence and ordered to 
serve a minimum of 20 
years in November after 
he admitted murder. 

Now his minimum jail 
term has been increased 
to 30 years after the Crown 
Prosecution Service 
appealed that the original 
sentence was too lenient. 

The Appeal Court ruling 
last Thursday was 
welcomed by her family 
and police. 

Senior Investigating 
Officer Detective Chief 
Inspector Rick Munns 
said: “I hope that the 
result of last Thursday’s 
hearing provides further 
solace for the family and 
friends of Mary, who

continue to display 
courage and dignity 
following her tragic death 
last May. Whilst John 
McFarlane was originally 
sentenced to life im¬ 
prisonment in November, 
the minimum term he 
must serve has been 
extended which reflects 
the horrific nature of this 
sad case.” 

Mrs Griffiths’ sister 
Louise Ryan said: “While 
we realise that no 
sentence can ever 
compensate for Mary’s 
loss of life, we feel strongly 
that justice was not fully 
served last November. 

“It is with heavy hearts that 
we stand here having achieved 
what we set out to, by making 
this appeal. Our objective was 
for John MacFarlane’s sentence 
to be reflective of the heinous 
crime he forced on our sister 
Mary Frances and the nightmare 
her three children have had to 
endure as a result of his evil 
actions. 

“John McFarlane saw to 
it that Mary’s life was cut 
short at just 38 years of 
age. Mary adored her

three precious girls, and 
they adore her also. She 
lived for her children. She 
was a devoted mother 
who was looking forward 
to watching her girls grow 
up and their future 
together. 

“Each day she would 
embrace life with her 
infectious warmth and 
energy. 

“Mary made a real 
difference to people’s lives, 
she was inspirational to 
everyone who was blessed 
to know her. 

“She is sadly missed 
every day by her family 
and friends. This world is a 
much darker place 
without Mary in it.” 

She said the family was 
still waiting for the 
outcome of an investi¬ 
gation by the Independent 
Police Complaints Comm¬ 
ission into a complaint by 
the family that police did 
not respond appropriately 
to Ms Griffiths’ call for 
help after being contacted 
by McFarlane.

FIRE crews revisited 
derelict stables in 
Newmarket more than 
eight hours after tack¬ 
ling a blaze there. 

A turntable ladder fire 
engine was called in from 
Bury St Edmunds to spray 
more water onto part of the 
old stables where the roof 
had collapsed to ensure that 
the fire was completely out. 

Fire crews were originally 
called to the blaze which 
wrecked the range of stables 
off Rowley Drive, Newmarket, 
at 3.45am last Thursday, 
causing an esti¬ 
mated £60,000 
damage. 

The fire, 

thought to have 
been started 
deliberately, was 
declared to be out 
by 5.30am. But 
crews returned at 
2pm to check the 
building and 
damp down any 
areas where the 
fire could have 
flared up again. 

Crews were 
unable to enter 
the building 
because of the 
danger of walls collapsing 
after the roof fell in. 

A police crime scene officer 
carried out checks at the 
building which is believed to 
have been used by vandals or 
rough sleepers. 


had been burning 
for some time 
when we first 
arrived. It was a 
well-developed 
fire.” 

Firefighters did 
not enter the 
building because 
of the possible danger of the 
walls falling down and the 
turntable ladder fire engine 
was used to spray water from 
above. 

It was called back during 
the afternoon in a planned 


move to ensure that no 
“hotspots” remained and the 
fire would not start again. 

During last summer the 
trainer’s house at the same 
stables was damaged in a fire 
which is also believed to have 
been started deliberately.

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Concern over 
EU tax plans 

EAST of England MEP 
Vicky Ford has voiced 
her concerns regarding 
new taxes being 
implemented at a 
European level. 

She spoke out following 
the Parliamentary 
debates that have been 
taking place in 
Strasbourg this week.

“But the idea that the 
EU could start to extract 
its own taxes, 
potentially on every UK 
citizen’s pension fund 
saving or investment, is 
not acceptable.” 

The MEP has also 
spoken out about the 
changes in planning 
laws in Spain, which 
have seen people 
forced to bulldoze their 
own homes. 

She said: “They got a 
clear message that UK 
MEPS are not prepared 
to let this issue fester 
out of the spotlight.” 


Rats and rubbish rife as 
former school rots away

A BUILDING steeped in history is 
being plagued by fly tippers, yobs 
and rats. 

Community leaders are demanding 
action over the state of the Old Grammar 
School site in Churchgate Street, Soham. 

Over the last few years, the building and 
its grounds have been “left to rot”, say 
neighbours. 

The building was bought by a local man 
around five years ago and converted into 
flats. However, after a fire broke out in in 
2007 most of the building was declared 
uninhabitable and boarded up. 

People living next to the old school say 
the site is a serious health and safety 
hazard. Soham Town Council is also 
“extremely concerned”. 

A resident who lives in the building in a 
flat did not want to be named but spoke 
about her “living nightmare”. 

The woman, who has lived there for 16 
years, said: “Things are now the worst they 
have ever been. Something desperately 
needs to be done as this place is a serious 
health and safety hazard. 

“Local children are playing in this area 


and people walking through the site as a 
through route to the High Street.” 

The grounds are full of rubbish, 
including broken microwaves, fridges, 
pallets and a rusty old car. 

Residents say the site is now attracting 
fly tippers, as well as an increasing num¬ 
ber of rats. 

Another resident, who lives near to the 
site, said: “It’s disgusting living nearby, so 


goodness knows what it’s like to look out 
of your window and see the state of it. 

“Everyone just dumps everything there 
because none of the rubbish is towed 
away and nothing is done to solve the 
problem. 

“It’s all very well concentrating on the 
Soham Masterplan but we cannot wait 20 
years for this to be sorted. We need the site 
clearing now, not only for our sake but for 


the benefit of the whole town.” 

A spokesman for the town council said: 
“The site has been a problem area for a 
number of years but things are now the 
worst they have been. 

“The council is extremely concerned 
about it but we do not have die powers to 
solve it.” 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
hopes to take legal action against the 
owner. A spokesman said: “We have 
served a number of enforcement notices 
on the owner of the Old Grammar School 
in Soham. 

“These have ranged from the Prevent¬ 
ion of Damage by Pests Act 1949 regarding 
the accumulation of rubbish, notices to 
prohibit the use of a number of flats 
within the building and works to the roof 
and guttering. 

“We have also cleaned up the rubbish at 
the property on numerous occasions, 
taken emergency action to rehouse 
residents and carried out works at the site, 
all of which have been charged back to the 
owner through the courts. 

“Despite these efforts and discussions 
with the owner, the site has not improved. 

“We are now looking at our legal opt¬ 
ions to ensure a long- term solution.” 

The owner was unavailable for comm¬ 
ent.

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More than 1,000 children 
reprimanded for crimes 


MORE than 1,000 chil¬ 
dren in Cambridgeshire 
were given ‘reprimands’ 
for crimes including 
possessing guns and 
knives and for acts of 
serious violence. 

The shock figures, 
which also show that 212 
of those given the 
sanction last year were 
aged 10-12 years old, 
emerged after a row over 
the criminal age of 
responsibility. 

Children’s Commis¬ 
sioner Maggie Atkinson 
called for it to be raised to 
12 from 10. 

But that was con¬ 
demned by fames Bulger’s 
mother Denise Fergus as 
“twisted and insensitive”. 

Documents obtained 
by the Weekly News reveal 
there were a total of 1,050 
reprimands or final warn¬ 
ings given to children 
under 15 in the county last 
year. 

Of those, some 19 of the 
offenders were aged 10. 

The primary school age 
children’s punishments 
included three reprimands 
for actual bodily harm, 
and final warnings for 
common assault, van¬ 
dalism and shoplifting. 

Some 79 children aged 
11 were given the sanct¬ 
ions for crimes including 
actual bodily harm (ABH), 
burglary, mugging, 



grievous bodily harm 
(GBH) and robbery. 

One 12-year-old who 
was reprimanded for 
carrying a “firearm with 
intent” was among 124 
children of the same age to 
be handed the warnings. 

Other crimes for that 
age included wounding, 
robbery of personal 
belongings, 18 ABHs and 
25 shoplifting offences. 

And 182 children aged 
13 were given the same 
treatment for crimes in¬ 
cluding handling stolen 
goods, sexual assault and 
fraud, while four assaulted 
police officers and four 
were found to be carrying 
a blade. 


Some 304 teens aged 14 
were reprimanded for 
many of the same crimes 
but also for arson, drugs, 
race attacks, stealing cars 
and bike theft. 

And 342 youths aged 15 
were among those caught 
for crimes including drug 
dealing, firearms offences 
and mugging. 

The Government has 
already ruled out Dr 
Atkinson’s proposal, 
saying children aged 10 
and over do know the 
difference between “bad 
behaviour and serious 
wrongdoing”. 

Geoff Heathcock, a 
former magistrate in Cam- 
bridge and East 
Cambridgeshire, called for 
tougher rules on children 
carrying knives. 

He said: “I am deeply 
disturbed by the apparent 
timidity of the system that 
can say to a young person 
between 10 and 12: ‘A 
reprimand is OK when you 
have been found with a 
knife or similarly lethal 
weapon’. 

“They know perfectly 
well at that age what these 
instruments can do and it 
sends precisely the 
opposite message to the 
one that should be 
issued.” 
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Police declare 
success on drug 
‘Impact’ days 


TWO people were 
arrested and given 
cautions for drug 
possession as part of 
a police clamp-down. 

Newmarket Safer 
Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) held two impact 
days which involved 
checks on drug use and 
illegal drinking as part of 
the town’s “night-time 
economy”. 

As part of the operation 
police with search 
warrants raided three 
addresses in the town. 

As a result one person 
was arrested and cau¬ 
tioned for illegal posses¬ 
sion of cannabis. 

Nightclub customers 
were checked with a new 
hand wipe system which 
can detect drug traces. 

Four people tested 
positive for recent drug 
use. One person was 
arrested and given a 
caution for illegal 
possession of cocaine and

the others were refused 
entry to the club - even 
though searches revealed 
that they had no drugs 
with them. 

A further 16 people were 
searched after passive 
drug dogs indicated they 
were suspected of having 
illegal substances. The 
dogs were used in and 
around the High Street. 

Members of the police 
team also visited pubs in 
the town centre with 
Forest Heath District 
Council environmental 
health officers. They 
issued informal warnings 
about displaying no 
smoking signs and notices 
about leaving the prem¬ 
ises quietly. 

In addition officers per¬ 
formed Security Industry 
Authority (SIA) checks to 
ensure that all door staff 
met the standards set out 


by the SIA and hold a valid 
licence. There were no 
breaches detected. 

While police were 
involved in the operation, 
they also responded to a 
criminal damage incident 
and two public order 
offences. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of the 
Newmarket SNT, said: 
“Although only two arrests 
were made, the impact 
days were undoubtedly a 
success. Officers gathered 
a large amount of intelli¬ 
gence on drug use in the 
town and the warrants 
executed put out a clear 
message to drug users and 
suppliers that such anti¬ 
social behaviour will not 
be tolerated. 

“It also sends a message 
to the public that we are 
committed to keeping 
Newmarket safe so that 
people are free to enjoy 
the evening responsibly 
and with the assurance 
that any offenders will be 
dealt with.”

remember more and 
more. And what I 
remember is a gorgeous 
person, warm and caring 
- a really lovely mum.” 

Olivier Award-winning 
actress Leanne shot to 
fame in the hit West End 
show Hairspray. Bright, 
bubbly and curvaceous - 
with a sensational 
singing voice - she was 
perfect for the part of 
Tracy Turnblad, a 
Baltimore girl with a big 
heart (and even bigger 
hair), determined to 
dance her way to 


stardom... 

“Hairspray was 
amazing; it changed my 
life,” says Leanne, who 
comes from St Ives. “I 
got quite emotional 
thinking how great it 
would have been for 
Mum to be there, how 
proud she would have 
been. But we put her 
name in the programme: 
my performance was 
dedicated to her. It gave 
me some comfort, 
thinking that every 
single night 1,200 people 
would read her name 
and know I was doing it 
for her.” 

Leanne’s mum, Valerie 
fones, died almost a 
decade ago. She was 42 
and had been 
■battling breast 
Jcancer for seven 

O ^years. 

Mother’s Day is, 
says Leanne, always 
emotional for her. Last 
Sunday, instead of 
visiting her mum’s grave 
in St Ives, she was 
performing in a London 
charity show BIGgins’ 
Night Out- organised by 
the inimitable 
Christopher Biggins to 
raise cash for a Surrey 
hospice. 

Leanne is also backing 
the Hallmark Cards for a 
Cure campaign: the 
^company has donated 


an incredible £1 million 
to breast cancer 
charities to date. 

“I always try to make 
myself available for 
cancer charities,” 
explains Leanne. “It’s my 
way of doing my bit for 
my mum.” 

“I have lovely 
memories of her from 
when I was really little,” 
she continues. 
“Memories of just being 
at home with her, 
playing in the garden, 
baking in the kitchen... 

“It’s a little thing, but 
one of my happiest 
memories is of watching 
Sesame Street and 
Neighbours with her. 
They were on every 
afternoon, one after the 
other. My mum used to 
have a nap on the sofa 
and I’d lie on her and 
watch them both - it was 
lovely.” 

Leanne’s family moved 
to Cambridgeshire, from 
Stoke, when she was 
eight. And it was soon 
after they settled in St 
Ives that Valerie was 
diagnosed. “I was so 
young, it was all a bit of a 
blur,” admits Leanne. 

“But I do remember 
her telling me. She 
already knew then that 
she’d have to have her 
right breast removed: 
she even had a 


prosthetic breast in a 
box to show me. She said 
everything would be ok, 
that she would be ok. 

But as soon as I heard 
the word ‘cancer’ I 
started crying: back in 
Stoke my friend’s mum 
had died of cancer - and 
I was scared the same 
thing was going to 
happen to her.” 


After a mastectomy, 
Valerie was prescribed 
both chemo and 
radiotherapy. “The 
radiotherapy made her 
skin really sore,” 
remembers Leanne. 
“And the chemo made 
her really, really sick. 

“I think she found 
losing her hair quite 
traumatic but she didn’t 


wear a wig, she wore 
turbans. I can still 
remember going 
shopping with her to 
buy scarves in all kinds 
of lovely colours and 
fabrics. She was so 
fashionable! And she 
was determined, I guess, 
not to let cancer ruin her 
style. 

“I’ve got a very clear 
memory of her coming 
to pick me up from 
school in a dog-check 
suit, her heels clicking. 

At the time I was 
embarrassed; I thought 
she was a real show off. 
But now I can see it in 
myself: I love clothes too 
and like to look nice.” 

Among other things, 
Valerie worked for Avon 
and Cambridgeshire 
Careers Guidance. “She 
was always so 
supportive of me and my 
dream of becoming an 
actress,” adds Leanne. 
“She used to take videos 
of me singing into work 
all the time to show her 
colleagues; I’m sure they 
all got sick of it! But she 
was really proud.” 

Although the 
treatment was gruelling, 
Valerie made a good 
recovery and, for some 
time, it looked as if she’d 
beaten the cancer into 
remission. Then, out of 
the blue, a lump

appeared in her neck: the 
cancer was back, this 
time in her lymph 
system. More 
radiotherapy followed. 

“She and my dad did 
their best to protect me 
and Simon, my little 
brother,” remembers 
Leanne. “I’d hear them 
being upset together in 
the next room, walk in 
and they’d change the 
subject straight away and 
say ‘Right. Shall we have 
a cup of tea?’... 

“It must have been so 
frustrating: every time 
she got well and started 
to get on with her life she 
got knocked back down 
again.” 

Once again, Valerie had 
seemed to recover. But 
then, while supermarket 
shopping in Huntingdon, 
she had a fall. “We all 
thought she’d hurt her 
back,” recounts Leanne. 
“She saw a chiropractor, 
had physio, took all kinds 
of tablets but it never got 
better. She was in bed for 
a couple of weeks. And 
then we found out it was 
actually the cancer - this 
time in her bones.” 

Doctors said there was 
nothing more they could 
do. “We were supposed to 
be going to Australia to 
see some of Mum’s 
family: she was one of 
eight children and five of 
them had moved out 
there,” continues Leanne. 

“One of her other 
sisters, who lives here, 
gave her reiki one day 
and Mum said she’d had 
a spiritual vision. At the 
time I thought she must 
be on too much 
medication! 

“Anyway, she came 
down to dinner and, for 
someone who wasn’t 
necessarily very religious 
or spiritual, said that an 
Indian chief had visited 
her, told her he was her 


spirit guide and said she 
should go to Australia to 
see her sisters, because it 
would be for the last 
time. 

“Whatever she said, 
whatever made her 
happy, we went along 
with because we loved 
her so much. So we went 
to Australia and it was 
amazing.” 

By then, Valerie could 
barely walk. But, 
determined to make the 
most of the time she had 
left, Leanne says her 
mum enjoyed the holiday 
and spent a lot of time 
sitting in the sun, 
creating memory books 
for her children. 

“When we got back she 
was told she had six 
months, but I don’t think 
she lived that long,” adds 
Leanne. “When she died 
we were all there. 

“I was 15, my brother 
was 11.1 didn’t properly 
cry for a long time: I saw 
my dad and my brother 
going to pieces, so I tried 
to stay strong. 

“I was doing my 
GCSEs, so I threw myself 
into that. And I threw 
myself into my singing 
and drama too. 

“It really hit me when I 
was 18 and I got a place 
at drama school, which 
was something Mum had 
always wanted me to do.” 

Leanne, who studied at 
St Ivo and Impington 
Village College before 
winning her place at 
Mountview Academy of 
Theatre Arts in London, 
auditioned for Hairspray 
while she was still at 
college. 

Being a curvy girl, she 
says she felt the part was 
perfect for her: when she 
finally bagged the role 
(after auditioning, on and 
off, for two years) the 
critics agreed - she won a 
whole raft of awards, 


including an Olivier for 
Best Actress in a Musical 
and a Critics Circle gong 
for Most Promising 
Newcomer. 

Since leaving 
Hairspray, starring 
alongside West End 
legend Michael Ball, 
Leanne has staged her 
own one-woman show, 
Have You Met Miss Jones?, 
which was a sell-out. The 
next step is, she says, to 
record an album and 
then, ideally, break into 
TV And she will continue 
to work on behalf of 
cancer charities too: she’s 
an ambassador for the 
national Breast Cancer 
Campaign. 

“I went to the Pink Tie 
Ball and heard a woman, 
a cancer survivor, telling 
her story,” adds Leanne. 
“It was so similar to my 
mum’s story - but she 
was still here. It made me 
realise how much things 
have moved on, how 
treatments have 
advanced: it’s proof that 
supporting cancer 
research makes a real 
difference.” 

As part of the Cards for 
a Cure fundraiser, Leanne 
has entered Hallmark’s 
Picture of Motherhood 
competition, which 
requires entrants to 
submit an image which, 
for them, epitomises 
being a mum. 

“I chose a picture of 
my mum with Simon,” 
explains Leanne. “It was 
summer, we were playing 
in the garden and she 
was well. She looks 
beautiful and happy, 
which is how I like to 
think of her.”

THE first and last men to walk on 
the Moon spoke of their exper¬ 
iences to an audience of Ameri¬ 
can service personnel and their 
families. 

More than 1,000 people listened to Neil 
Armstrong, Gene Cernan and Apollo 13 
commander lim Lovell as part of a tour 
entitled Legends of Aerospace: The 
Impossible is Possible , which visited the 
Miidenhall base. 

Other speakers included Bob Gilliland, 
chief test pilot of the record-breaking SR- 
71 Blackbird spy plane which was based at 
Miidenhall until 1989, and US Air Force 
flying “ace” Steve Ritchie. 

The tour, organised by the US Armed 
Forces Entertainment Program, was 
compered by David Hartman, former host 
of the Good Morning America television 
show 

Mr Armstrong, the Apollo 11 
commander, who made history by 
walking on the Moon on luly 20, 1969, 
told the audience: “My dream is that 
humans can travel freely and safely 
throughout the solar system and that 
human character improves to the point 
that we can eliminate armed conflict.” 

Mr Lovell, whose dramatic Apollo 13 
mission was made into a film, apologised 
that actor Tom Hanks, who played him in 
the film, could not be present. 

But he said: “The Apollo 13 mission was 
a classic case of crisis management, 
which is very important to the military 
today. 

“You have to think outside the box to 
solve problems you never thought youd 
have to deal with.” 

Retired Brigadier General Steve Ritchie 
described his experiences in the Vietnam 
war, where he was the first US Air Force 
pilot ace. 

Mr Gilliland described what it was like 
to fly the futuristic Blackbird - an example 
of which is now displayed at the Imperial 
War Museum at Duxford. 

The Blackbird made a record-breaking 
transatlantic flight in September 1974, 
landing at Miidenhall after covering 3,479 
miles in an hour and 55 minutes.

Fire union ready 
to fight Job cuts 


FIREFIGHTERS’ union chiefs 
have vowed to oppose possible 
job cuts as part of a review of the 
service in Suffolk. 

They also hit out at above-inflation 
rises for the county’s chief fire officer and 
senior management. 

A spokeswoman for the county fire 
service has denied that job cuts are 
planned. 

But Steve Collins, county branch 
secretary of the Fire Brigades Union, said 
senior management had said that job 
losses through “natural wastage” had not 
been ruled out. 

A series of public consultation drop-in 
sessions are planned across the county 
as part of the review. 

One is due to be staged at Newmarket 
fire station next Thursday between 
5.30pm and 8pm. 

Mr Collins said: “As far as the draft

action plan that’s out for consultation 
goes, it is not clear what it means for full¬ 
time posts. But we have spoken to senior 
management and they are not ruling out 
the possibility of a reduction in staffing. 

“What we’re asking for is some 
openness and honesty - not only for us 
as employees, but also for the public as 
they’re the one that pay for the service.” 

He said the union was willing to work 
with the management to help identify 
efficiency savings. But he said they 
would “strongly oppose” job cuts. 

He said the salary rises of more than 
four per cent for the county’s chief fire 
officer Andy Fry were a “slap in the face” 
for firefighters whose pay increases have 
been held down to around 1.25 per cent. 

But a county fire services spokes¬ 


woman said the increases were for two 
years and had been applied according to 
a national formula to maintain 
differentials between senior posts. 

Commenting on the review, Mr Fry 
said: “We want to make sure that the 
service we offer is doing all it can to 
prevent fires, protect the public and 
respond to emergency situations. 

“In this consultation we want to 
explore how we could make changes to 
the full-time shift systems we operate, in 
order to release sufficient resources to 
improve the availability of fire engines 
crewed by part-time firefighters across 
the county, and also to improve the 
training for all of our firefighters, both 
part-time and full-time.” 

Other drop-in sessions are planned at 
Bury St Edmunds in the ARC shopping 
centre and the town’s fire station.

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Ten arrested as 
police check out 
vehicle numbers 

TEN people were arrested and 34 vehicles 
seized in Cambridgeshire’s biggest operat¬ 
ion using an automatic number plate 
recognition system. 

Police and partnership agencies used 
the cameras to clock more than 34,000 
vehicles and found that three per cent of 
them registered hits for motoring offences 
or involvement with crime. 

More than 100 officers took part in the 
crackdown at four sites in the county 
including one at Worsted Lodge on the 
All. 

Those arrested included two people for 
going equipped for theft, two drink- 
drivers, a wanted person and one driver 
suspected of drug offences. 

Insp Nick Church said: “Automatic 
number plate recognition (ANPR) 
technology is an excellent tool in denying 
criminals the use of the roads. In just 
eight hours we were able to check more 
than 34,000 vehicles. 

“The links between untaxed vehicles, 
road offences and crimes are well 
documented, which is why operations 
such as these are so important.” 

The operation, part of a national 
initiative, took place on Friday. It involved 
police from neighbouring forces and 
representatives from the Vehicle and 
Operator Services Agency, DVLA, UK 
Border Agency, Trading Standards, 
Revenue and Customs, Environment 
Agency, court bailiffs and stolen equip¬ 
ment examiners. Police search teams and 
drugs dogs were also involved. 

Thirty-four vehicles were seized for 
having no insurance and other offences as 
having no tax or being in a dangerous 
condition and 76 fixed penalty notices 
issued.

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‘Out of control’: muntjacs are making life a misery for residents in Soham and Wicken. 

Oh deer! 
Call to cull 
muntjacs

MUNTJAC deer are terrorising 
some parts of the district - and 
residents are now demanding 
action, including a mass cull. 

The brown-coloured critters may 
appear cute and cuddly but their large 
appetites and rapid breeding patterns are 
spiralling out of control. 

Residents in Soham, Wicken and Ely are 
among those suffering problems. 

Ann Jarman, who lives in Soham, is 
calling for a mass cull of the deer. 

The 72-year-old, who owns The Old Fire 
Engine House restaurant in Ely, has been 
trying for years to create woodlands on 
land she owns in Hasse Road and near 
Soham Village College’s playing fields 

But nearly all of the hundreds of trees 
she has planted have been destroyed by 
muntjacs. 

Mrs Jarman said: “I’ve tried to plant 
around 500 trees of different species to 
create a wonderful habitat but the 
muntjac deer min it all. They really attack 
everything that’s planted. 

“For the first three years, the trees are 
fine as we put guards around them but the 
moment the guards are taken down, the 
trees are nibbled away. 

“They munch right through the bark 
which obviously kills the tree. 

“I’ve even had to get rid of my vegetable 
patch because they just get a taste for 
everything - from roses to cabbages.” 

Mrs Jarman insists the problem is 
getting worse. 

She added: “The deer are quite secretive 
little animals so we don’t often see them. 

“But there are obviously so many of 
them as everything that we plant just gets 
eaten away. 

“I understand they are sweet little 
things but when there are too many of 
them they are nothing but pests. 

“They don’t have breeding seasons and 
just breed all year round so they are like 
rabbits.

“Their populations need controlling 
and I think the only answer is to cull 
them.” 

The uproar follows national reports of 
muntjac populations rapidly increasing. 

Wicken residents are also experiencing 
similar problems. 

A farmer, who did not want to be 
named, said: “They are nothing but a 
nuisance. 

“We need their numbers reducing 
before every single bramble in East 
Cambridgeshire is nibbled away.”

Death of a TV star will ^ 
bring on the chuckles i 


TOM Conti, actor, writer and British 
theatre favourite, is enjoying his 
morning coffee when I call to find 
out about his latest show, which 
comes to Cambridge next week. 

Written by Eric Chappell, the pen behind 
Rising Damp, Wife After Death is a comedy 
exploring the emotions and practicalities 
surrounding the death of a popular television 
personality. It may not immediately sound 
like a classic recipe for chuckles but, for 
Conti, when he received the script, it was 
love at first sight. 

“The playwright sent the play to me last 
year and I read it and was instantly taken by 
it, I thought it was just terrific 
entertainment,” he enthuses. “So I set about 
putting a production together. 

“It’s about a comic, someone like Ronnie 
Corbett or Ronnie Barker, someone beloved 
of the nation, who suddenly drops dead. And 
the main people in his life - his agent, his 
wife, friends etc - all gather for the funeral 
and, of course, the awful thing for them is 
that the rent has gone. He was their source 
of income for decades and now he’s gone! 
And they’re in a bit of a panic. 

“The character that I play was very close 
to him. He’s lost his chum, so is feeling truly 
bereaved. But of course things start to be 
discovered, and that’s the fun of it all. 

“He’s good fun because he’s 
curmudgeonly. He’s the kind of character 
that the Brits like - politically incorrect, 
irrational, a no-nonsense guy.” 

As well as starring in the show, Conti is 
also directing - or organising the coffee 
breaks, as he prefers to call it. 

“It’s a grand term, directing, and it’s not a

particularly grand process because when 
you choose good actors they pretty well 
direct themselves. They don’t have to be told 
what to do, you just have to make sure 
everybody’s doing the same play and in the 
same style, and decide where the doors and 
the windows are. And when to have coffee, 
which is the most important decision,” he 
adds, with a laugh. 

Before becoming the familiar face of stage 
and screen that we know and love today, 
Conti studied at the Royal Academy of Music 
and Drama, changing courses midway from 
music to drama. 

Since then, he has worked on a host of 
productions for film, TV, theatre and radio. 
Undoubtedly one of his most iconic roles 
has been that of moustachioed latino 
bartender, Costas, in the romantic comedy 
classic, Shirley Valentine. 

“It was hugely enjoyable to make,” says 
Conti. “Pauline [Collins, who plays the

stuck-in-a-rut heroine] and I were already 
good friends. We actually live in the same 
road and our daughters went to school 
together and remain close friends; now 
they’re both mothers of young children. So 
there was a very nice bond even before we 
started the movie. It was a pleasure to do 
and Pauline is one of the greatest actresses 
we have. Working with people like that is a 
pleasure.” 

Among his many roles, his favourite, and 
the one which has remained with him 
longest, Conti explains, is that of Adam 
Morris, a Cambridge University student, who 
Conti has revisited several times in over 30 
years. 

“He first came to life in the mid-70s in a 
television series called The Glittering Prizes, 
which was about a group of people at 
Cambridge University. It was hugely 
successful in many different countries, 
particularly America. We’d been trying to do 
a sequel, to look at these characters 20 
years on in their lives, and we almost got it 
onto television but then something 
happened. It’s very difficult to get characters 
on television these days who are 
academically bright and speak well... So 
we did it on Radio 4 over a year ago with the 
characters 20 years older than when we’d 
left them, and we’ve just completed a third 
one, where my character, who started off as 
a student of 18/19, is now 71 by the end of 
it. 

“All those characters have been with me 
for 35 years of my life, which is an 
extraordinary thing. I think that would be my 
favourite character of my career.” 

Despite his many enjoyable experiences 
as part of large-scale films and television 


series, theatre 
remains Conti’s passion 
and one which he plans 
to continue pursuing. 

“Finally I hope to come 
down definitely on the side of 
the theatre, simply because 
there’s nothing between the 
actor and the audience. In the 
mechanical media there is an 
army of people which comes 
between the actors and the 
audience. But that doesn’t happen 
in the theatre. It’s just us and we 
do the work together. The 
audience works too. It doesn’t know it 
works but it does. It gives off signals 
which we use to make the evening go 
properly.” 

Conti is certainly a man who knows what 
he likes - and doesn’t like for that matter. 
Despite his deep love of theatre, we’re 
unlikely to see Conti raging against the 
elements as King Lear any time soon. It 
might be the traditional role to aim for, with 
theatre greats from Lauren 
McKellen taking their turn as the mad 
king, but as Conti explains: “I don’t have 
a budding desire to what they call ‘Give 
my Lear’. I’m a huge fan of 
Shakespeare -1 enjoy reading it. But 
I don’t like watching it.”

The big film 



GREEN ZONE (15,114 mins) 
Action/Thriller. Matt Damon, 
Khalid Abdalla, Greg Kinnear, 
Brendan Gleeson, Jason Isaacs, 
Amy Ryan, Yigal Naor.

WHEN American and British forces 
withdraw completely from Iraq - a 
military strategy which seems 
unthinkable seven years into the 
campaign - the lasting legacy won’t 
be peace and democracy. 

It will be a deep-rooted suspicion 
that the infamous weapons of mass 
destruction (WMDs), the supposed 
justification for the invasion, never 
existed. 

The recent Iraq inquiry, chaired by 
Sir John Chilcot, provided no firm 
answers. 

Award-winning British filmmaker 
Paul Greengrass and actor Matt 
Damon, the driving forces behind 
The Bourne Supremacy and The 
Bourne Ultimatum, put forward one 
scenario in this riveting thriller. 

Based on the book Imperial Life In 
The Emerald City: Inside Iraq’s 
Green Zone by journalist Rajiv 
Chandrasekaran, Green Zone is a 
breathless two hours of adrenaline¬ 
pumping action and political 
manoeuvring that places as much 


emphasis on emotionally charged 
dialogue as the set pieces. 

The film opens with a deafening 
bang on March 19,2003, in 
Baghdad as Saddam Hussein’s 
trusted general, Al Rawi (Naor), 
flees his headquarters in the midst 
of an Allied blitzkrieg. 

Four weeks later, US Army warrant 
officer Roy Miller (Damon) and his 
team career through the war torn 
capital on the hunt for WMDs. Yet 
again, they draw a blank and Miller 
voices his frustrations, suspecting 
bogus intelligence. 

A tip-off from a local, Freddy 
(Abdalla), leads Miller and his crew 
to a meeting of Saddam’s high- 
ranking advisers including Al Rawi. 
The general escapes but another 
man is apprehended and Miller uses 
Freddy as a translator to interrogate 


the suspect about a notebook in his 
possession. 

“He says the book has names and 
locations of El Rawi’s safe houses,” 
reveals Freddy. 

Returning to base, Miller bypasses 
scheming Pentagon official Clark 
Poundstone (Kinnear) and his 
minion Major Briggs (Isaacs), and 
delivers the book to local CIA chief 
Gordon Brown (Gleeson), who asks 
for discretion. 

“I thought we were all on the same 
side,” replies Miller. “Don’t be 
naive,” mocks Brown. 

Green Zone is distinguished by tour- 
de-force direction, galloping through 
the streets of Baghdad with 
handheld cameras so we remain 
uncomfortably close to Miller as he 
risks his life for a country he was 
entrusted to tear apart.

Store-bought tomatoes? 
Easier to grow your own 


sk any budding 
gardener which crops 
\ihey would try to grow 
first and I guarantee that 
tomatoes would be among 
the top answers. 

They not only look and taste 
infinitely better than shop-bought 
ones, but there are so many 
varieties from which to choose that 
even if you only have a hanging 
basket you can plant a cascading 
type which will give you dozens of 
sweet, cherry tomatoes. 

However, many beginners can 
end up disappointed, as their 
tomatoes either suffer blossom end 
rot, or are decimated by blight, 
where the stem and the fruits end 
up with brown blotches and 
become inedible, particularly in 
wet, windy summers. 

Kevin Smith, commissioning 
editor of Gardeners’World 
magazine, which is launching a 
Grow Your Own Week campaign 
from March 29, says: “Few crops are 
more rewarding than tomatoes, 
and they’re easy to grow in any 
space, even a tiny urban balcony. 

“Don’t be put off by the recent 
cold weather, even if it persists for a 
few more weeks, as you can delay 
sowing tomato seeds until April, or 
even buy pot-grown plants as late

as May. Producing a delicious 
tomato crop is easy.” 

He offers the following tips to 
help you produce healthy, delicious 
tomatoes: 

■Water the soil or compost daily to 
ensure it never dries out. Pay 
special attention to plants grown in 
containers, as irregular watering 
causes nutritional imbalance, 
leading to low calcium take-up, 
which causes blossom end rot. 

■ Keep your plants well fed. For 
tomatoes grown in pots and bags, 
watering by itself won’t be enough 
to ensure healthy growth. Feed 
tomatoes weekly with a high- 
potash fertiliser, increasing the 
frequency as the plants grow larger 
or if leaves show signs of 
discolouring. 

■ Train tomatoes to canes or 
supports. Different types will 
require different training. For 


example, bush tomatoes will need 
little, if any, training. However, most 
other tomatoes are trained as single 
stems, or cordons, and the main 
shoot needs to be tied upright to a 
cane or support. 

Pinch out tips. Outdoor cordon 
tomatoes will usually form three or 
four trusses of fruits during the 
season. Pinch off the tip of the 
main shoot a leaf or two above the 
fourth flower truss. You can leave 
greenhouse plants to grow on. 

■ Combat blight disease. Warm, 
humid weather provides the 
perfect conditions for blight 
disease which attacks tomatoes 
and potatoes. This fungus disease 
spreads rapidly via airborne spores 
when conditions are right. Keep an 
eye on the weather and, if these 
conditions occur, use a preventive 
fungicide spray, such as Sitahen 
945, straight away to stop the blight 
spores infecting your plants. 

The greenhouse is die obvious 
place to grow tomatoes as you can 
give them a longer season and are 
likely to get bigger crops than if you 
grow them outdoors. 

Indoor tomatoes can be sown in 
March in a heated propagator set to 
a minimum of 15C, but preferably a 
little higher. 

Outdoor tomatoes should be 
started off indoors eight or nine 
weeks before it’s safe to plant 


outdoors in your area. In colder 
areas, wait until April. 

Two years ago, during the wet 
summer (which is the sort of 
weather tomatoes hate) the 
magazine held a trial of container- 
grown tomatoes to discover which 
performed best. The overall top 
choice was Apero FI’, a rich, red 
cherry tomato with a slightly 
elongated shape, followed by 
‘Tomatoberry FI’, which produced 
an abundance of delicious, 
strawberry-shaped fruits on trailing 
trusses. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Mahonia 

These evergreen shrubs are 
valued for their honey-scented 
flowers in late winter and early 
spring, as well as their spiky foliage 
which comes in different shades. 
Most types have either rounded 
clusters or starburst spikes of 
yellow flowers which last for many 
weeks in the winter, followed by 
purple or black berries. 

Mahonias like fertile soil with 
added organic matter and do best 
in full or partial shade, where the 
soil is moist. Prune after flowering, 
lightly cutting back shoots which 
spoil the shape. If you’re after 
contrasting foliage, go for the low- 
growing M. aquifolium Apollo’, 
whose leaves turn a rich purple hue 
in autumn.

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Cars’ C02 output is falling fast 




Delta’s E-4 Coupe: Northamptonshire firm’s design will hit 
60mph in less than five seconds and go 200 miles 
between charges. 


THE C02 output of 
cars is dropping 
dramatically, and 
everybody is doing 
their bit to ensure 
this cut in harmful 
gases continues. 

The 330,000 British 
motorists who have so 
far bought new cars 
under the Government’s 
scrappage scheme, thus 
condemning older, 
more polluting cars to 
the wrecker’s yard, have 
helped boost the fall in 
carbon dioxide 

emissions. 

However, the whole 
motor industry has 
knuckled down to 
deliver a far more 
planet-friendly 
approach to making, 
and running, cars. 

And the race is on to 
hit the target of an 
average 130g/km 
emissions by 2015, laid 
down by Europe’s 
rulers. 

Already, almost a 
third of all new cars 
sold in the UK in 2009 - 
27.6% - emitted less 
than that figure, but 
Italian car giant Fiat can 
go one better than that. 

Just three months 
into 2010, Fiat has 
logged a C02 average of 
just 127.8g/km, com¬ 


pared with its 
133.7g/km in 2009, 
putting it ahead of of 
Toyota (130.1g/km), 
Peugeot (133.6g/km), 
Renault (137.5g/km), 
Citroen (137.9g/km), 
and Ford (140.0g/km). 

Toyota has joined the 
Clean Energy Partner¬ 
ship (CEP), adding 
impetus to CEP’s aim of 
developing a network of 
hydrogen filling 
stations throughout 
Germany. 

The Japanese car 
maker will hand over 
five hydrogen fuel cell 
vehicles next year to 
help support the 
project, as it continues 
to develop both hybrid 
and all-electric vehicles, 
such as the FT-EVII 
concept revealed at the 
Geneva Motor Show 
this year. 

Tadashi Arashima, 
president of Toyota 
Motor Europe, says: 
“We firmly believe that 
fuel cell hybrid vehicles 
will play a major role in 
reducing emissions and 
achieving sustainable 
mobility. 

“Toyota aims to 
commercially produce 
fuel cell vehicles around 
2015. To achieve this, a 
hydrogen charging 
infrastructure is 


necessary, so close ties 
between car manu¬ 
facturers and infra¬ 
structure companies 
are vital.” 

Meanwhile, Volks¬ 
wagen’s TSI engines 
have been awarded an 
environmental 
commendation by TUV 
Nord, a leading global 
research and assess¬ 
ment company, after 
finding the TSI engines 
had significantly 
improved environ¬ 
mental characteristics, 
thanks to significantly 
lower fuel consumption 
and C02 emissions. 

However, a British 
firm wants to go one 
better, and produce the 


most environmentally 
friendly car on the 
planet. 

Delta Motorsport, 
based at the Silverstone 
Circuit Technology Park 
in Northamptonshire, is 
chasing a 10 million US 
dollar (£6.67 million) 
prize put up by 
American car insurer 
Progressive Insurance, 
and is so far the only 
UK contender in the 
competition to find the 
world’s most environ¬ 
mentally friendly car. 

Delta has come up 
with an electric car, the 
E-4 Coupe, which aims 
to meet, and beat, the 
tough contest criteria of 
being able to go 200 


miles between charges, 
and be production- 
ready. 

Already, the E-4 can 
hit 60mph in under five 
seconds, and it has a 
top speed well in excess 
of lOOmph. Let’s hope 
the Delta achieves 
success, as it will go a 
long way towards 
cementing the future of 
all-electric motor cars. 

Even car hire giant 
Europcar is 

contributing to the 
drive for cleaner air. It 
has ordered 500 electric 
vehicles from Renault, 
which will be available 
to rent next year in 
major European cities. 

The Renault models 
include the Fluence 
four-door family 
saloon, the Twizy city 
car, and the Kangoo van 
for business clients. 

Finally, even 

motorsport is now 
presenting a 

sustainable face to the 
world - there’s an 
alternative energy 
racing day at the Santa 
Pod raceway in 
Northamptonshire on 
April 23, with cleaner, 
greener vehicles hitting 
the famous drag strip.

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Effects of scrappage ‘will be 
long-lasting for car trade’ 



A NEW era is about to 
dawn on Britain’s used 
car market - all thanks to 
the Government’s 
scrappage initiative. 

The scrappage scheme is 
now in its final days - it 
finishes at the end of March 
- but web vehicle retailer 
Carsite.co.uk says its effects 
will be long-lasting. 

Come April, cost- 
conscious motorists looking 
for a quality vehicle within 
the £4,000 to £6,000 bracket 
will find buying a used car a 
more accessible route, says 
the website’s sales director 
Alistair Jeff. 

“That £4,000 to £6,000 
price range will, with 
scrappage, enable drivers to 
buy a new car until the end 
of March. Next month, 
demand in this bracket for 
second-hand models will 
surge as new cars become 
less value for money,” 
explains Jeff. 

In a reflection of the 
growing demand for quality

used cars, trade values for 
popular models costing from 
£4,000 to £6,000 increased by 
almost £200 between 
February and March, he 
adds. 

Giving examples, Jeff says, 
from February to March, the

£J30, and a 2007 Hyundai 
Getz appreciated £J00. 

“Following the removal of 
scrappage allowances, the 
cheapest price of a new car 
will be around £6,500. Thus, 
Carsite expects a sudden 
increase in demand for 
better-equipped, and better- 


value, second-hand models,” 
comments Jeff. 

“The scrappage scheme’s 
effects will be long-lasting. 
The market is still healthy, 
but many buyers are working 
with restricted finances. 
Demand for good value and 
nearly-new vehicles will 
increase, but supply is still 


restricted, and so prices will 
rise. This means we’re 
looking at a new era for the 
second-hand market,” Jeff 
explains.

Jockeys ground 
deal is postponed

The surprise move is 
believed to be a result of the 
slowdown in the property 
market, with the Lilywhites’ 
landlords giving the club the 
option to stay for one more 
year.
